I'ndeabtedly, Sapphe  and
were early feminists,  The poeress hins
Lmdd n bnd peputation for many +en-
turies, but she was so well thought of
in her dav (600 yenrs befors Christ)
that her face was stamped upon her
country’s coins.  She i helieved to have
foundeil the first Woman's Club!

Awpisin is known to have taken a
unumber of voung girls inta her home
tor tearh them eulture gad charm,  She
preached openly agaltst the customs uf
secliding women, and in breaking every
teaditinn, made herself a renl and help-
Myl ieonoclust and exaeple to her sex

In another period of early Grevee,
Hypatin rose as A towering mountain
penk of futellect, and beeame one uf the
founders of n new religion or cult,
ealled Neo-Plotonism, She wis severely
chaste, but people In those days would
not tolerate any independent thinking.
or nny one's disturbing their gods. To
make wsure that a lecturer or teacher
could not spread his belief, they usunlly
burned him At the stake, or stoned him
to death. Sueh was their trestment of
the benutiful and wige Hypatin, whowss
onlv sin was trving to understund God
nnd the universe. While she was speak-
ing in public. the infuriated mob tore
her down from her platforu and rent
her body asunder.

Thus  were the intellectunls
feminigts trented nwhile dgo,

In Italy there was g large crop of
brilliant feminists at the time of the
Rennissance, when the new birth of
culture sturtled the world. after the
Dark Ages, “‘those ten silent ecenturies
when the world of art, scivnee and
letters seomed under a total eclipse
But some women are famous simply be-
cause they were adored. Dante, the
precursor of the Italinn Rennissanee,
get the fashion of nearly dying for the
love of a beaunteous womnn. He spent
a loug lifetime going through ngonies
for Heatrice, although the lady was al-
ready mwarried, and never enconrnged
him s0 much as by raising her eve.
brows, The poet himself, while going
Insnne with longing, stopped to mnarry
another woman, and bave eight healthy
children—after the maner of men, You
see, Beatriee wnse not a fominlst, nor
was Dante: both probably were sure
